There 
has been a perceptible change in the 
climate, tha rainfall has diminished 
and the rain ia net re a lily absorbed 
by the earth but passes off rapidly, 
thereby causing sudden and damaging 
Hoods, washing a-vay the soil on the 
hillsides, aad making the valleys arid. 
Oi account of these iuju-ious effects 
nearly all clvilizid nations have takan 
some action looking to tb.3 prevention 
of further destruction of timbar lands, 
aud to re-foresting the mountains and 
hills. Many years ago the legislatu-e 
of this state made a law directing the 
governor to designate a day in every 
veir as Arbor Diy, on which the 
people were to bo called upon to plant 
one or more trees 
TbJs has been 


followed up by the creation of a 
forestry bureau, with a chief and •- 
ounber rf assistants. 


The stvte has already purchased over 


one-half million acres of mountain

After the defeat of the American 


army at Brandy win*1, the evacuation of 
Philadelphia 
by Washington, 
the 


occupation of the city by the British 
wmy, the defeat at Germmtown and 
the reduction of the forts on the 
Dsla^a-e rivsr by Oornwallis, Gamril 
Washington was apprehensive that 
the British general might attack the 
American army while divided; there- 
fore General Greene was ordered to 
leave New Jersey aid join the geieral 
army at Skippach Creek. 
General 


Howe also direc'.el the detschment of 
Cornwallis to rej in him at Philadel- 
phia without delay. 


American and English armies. Fam- 
ine began to prevail in the camp at 
Valley Forge, and the difficulty of pro- 
curing a sufficient number of wagons 
to haul the provisions delayed their 
arrival. The distresses of the a-my 
were not alone a scarcity of food, in 
fact there was a total want of all the 
neceata-le* In the camp. The soldiers 
were utterly unprovided with clothing; 
tattered and half naked they looked 
more like beggars than soldiers. Some 
few had one shirt, but many only a 
part of one, and the grca'er put had 
none at ail. Many, for want of shoes, 
walked 
barefooted on the frozen 


ground. Few, if any, had blankets 
for the night. 
Great numbers sick- 


ened. Nearly 3,000 men were thus 
rendered inrapable of bearing arms. 
To all miseries of the army, must be 
added the want of straw. Tbe co'- 
diers, overwhelmed with weariness, 
enfeebled by hunger, and benumbed 
with cold in their service by day and 
by night, had no other bed in their 
huts except the bars and damp ground. 
H?nce the hospital fever b-oke out, 
and the hospitals resembled more a 
receptacle for the dying, than a ref- 
uge for the sick. 


The condition of the army was such 


that ii General Howe had suddenly 
attacked the camp at Valley Forge he 
would certainly have captured the 
AmeHcin army. In Feb-ia-y, out of 
the 17,000 men, only 5,000 were fit for 
service 


la Jute 1778, the British army left 


Philadelphia and the next day Wash- 
ington left his camp at Valley F ir;e, 
and pursued and harassed 
it all 


through Naw Jersey and defeated it at 
the battle ot Monmouth, after which 
it recreate! to New York. 


Ia planting this tree, the Legion de- 


sires it to be a memorial of the sufiar 
ings, tbe privations and the patriotism 
of the soldiers of the American revo- 
lution, who sacrificed their comfort, 
their health and thair livei in the 
winter of 1777 78 at Villey Forge, in 
order that liberty and independence 
might be won for the American people. 
Then let us sacredly guard the growth 
of this memorial tree in after years, 
and when we look upon it let us re- 
member, with heartfelt gratitude, cur 
patriotic forefathers, who have suf- 
fered and done so mush for us. Latno 
ruthless o: vandal hand despoil it 
May the rain of heaven descend gently 
upon it; may the pearly dew dutill 
iofily around it; and may the tun of 
libsrty shine brightly about it!

WASHINGTON D. 0., April 18 —Oae of 


the severest tests to which the present 
administration has been, or will be 
put, will be presented when the presi- 
dent returns and receives the protests 
of the trans contirental railway com- 
panies which are up in arms over the 
destruction of the monopoly they have 
long euj iyed as a result of the monop- 
oly of the Panama railway company. 
Soon after that railway was completed 
its directors entered into an agree- 
ment whereby they bound themselves 
to transact business only with certain 
steamship lines, notably the Pacific 
mail steamship company on the west 
coast and tbe Panama steamship com- 
pany on the oast coast, which line it 
controlled. 
la this way transpor- 


tation by way of the isthmus was in- 
cured from competition and a monop- 
oly created which enabled the trars 
continental 
railroads 
within 
the 


United States to ma'ntain the high 
ates they have always charged, this 
"conspiracy in restraint of interstate 
commerce" having been perfected bj 
the late Collis P. Hunticgton. As the 
Pmama railroad was without the 
United States this government was 
powerless to prrsecute it for maintain 
ing a trust in violation of the Sherman 
law. 


Now that the Panama railroad has 


psosed to the ownership of the United 
S tales it is proposed to charge for tran s- 
portation of freight arc! passengers 
inly the actual cost of transportation 
Dins a fa;r rate of profit which shall be 
converted into a sinking fund. But the 
more important feature of the govern 
raent's ownership promisss to ba the 
acceptance of freight and passengers 
from all steamship and sailing lines 
which now esist or which may be 
es'ablished, regardless of what prices 
thev may cba-ga for water trans- 
portation. 
This means, cf course, 


that the rates between America! ports 
>nd the isthmus will be regulated by 
free and fa'r competition and they 
will inevitably ba mater'ally lowered 
from the prices maintained when a 
monopoly existed. It is estimated by 
the railroad lobbyists, who have al 
ready coma to Washington with the 
hope of protecting their clients, that 
the free competition of steamsh'p 
companies aud the Panama railway 
till result in the lowering of freight 
rates between Naw York and San 
Francisco, via Panama, from ?9 a ton, 
the rate now charged, to 84 a ton 
Passenger rates, it is claimed, will be 
towered from SH15 to 805, meals in- 
cluded. Of coirsa the railroads will 
still command the situation where 
time* is a factor, but with freight 
which demands no- haste and- with 
passengers who are willing to take 
their time, the Panama route will 
pr >ve the favorite unless the railroads 
Lower their rates to accord with tie 
lew water rat 5. Tue cap icily of the 
Panama railway will also ba limited 
but it has baen decided to double the 
track which will somewhat offset that 
factor. 


The railway lobbyists maintain that 


it will p unge their clients into bank- 
ruptcy to meet these rates. They do 
aot say, however, that this would be 
the case only because of the extent to 
which the railway stock has been wat- 
erad. 
Nevertheless, there will ba 


strong pressure brought to bear on t le 
president to take st me step which will 
-ave the pampered railways from the 
effects of fair competition and there is 
10 dcubt it will r quire great moral 
strength on the part of the president 
to resist. If the pr.-sideut proves in- 
vulnerable then the lobbyists will turn 
fieir atteition to congress and it is 
entirely possible that in that qiartar 
they may prove suaeessf al. 
It, how- 


ever, the president and the congress 
prove true to the interests of the peo- 
ple the railways will doubtless be com- 
palled materially 11 lower their trans- 
continental transportation rates. 


The people of the United Slates a^e 


not the only ones who have suffered 
from the monopoly of the trint-'.sth- 
mian line, as is shown by the protest 
of seven South Ame-icin ministers 
whohava filed a prole it with tha state 
department against the renewal cf 
contracts with South American steam- 
ship lines which, they claim have baen 
robbing the pe opla of their respective 
countries. 


Apropos of the railway question, con- 


siderable interest attaches to the hear- 
ing i which are to ba givan on the sub- 
jsct of railway legislation by the sen- 
ate eomoaittee on interstate commerce, 
of which Senator E k'ns, of West Vir- 
ginia, is chairman. The members of 
this committee are Sena'ors Elkins, 
Cullom, Aldrich, K al, Dolliver, For- 
aker, C app, Millard, Tillman, Me- 
Liurin, Carmack, Foster, of Louisiana, 
and Newlands. The first of the maet-
